ed that point where projectors are no 
longer content with short lines, but 
are reaching out for systems of more 
or less importance.

Now it seems to be here.The 
success of interburban electric lines in 
the northern part of the state has set 
copitalists to thinking and the man 
with a good-project can get all the 
money he wants to carry it out. That 
is why.Coshoeton will have an elec- 
tric line from the"north as well as the 
south. 
Last Monday Bay S. Blinn, the en- 
gineer and architect, went to Canton 
as chief engineer of the Canton & 
Akrou Traction company.

in the construction of the line.

More than a month ago Harry B. 
Stewarr, well known to Coshocton 
people as the former general passen- 
ger ; nd ticket agent of the old Cleve- 
land, Canton & Southern railroad but 
now au attorney in Canton, appeared 
in ISew Philadelphia and asked for a 
franchise for an electric line between 
Canton and that place. 
The county 
commissioners were not ready to do 
business and the matter was deferred. 
It was not abandoned, however, and 
work on the preliminaries went on as 
before. The commissioners set April 29 
as the time wben tbe application was 
to be beard but high waters prevent- 
ed so many persons from being pres- 
ent that it was postponed until May 
13. By that time a number of routes 
will have been surveyed. 


Coshocton is the objective point and

through New Philadelphia there is 
another route as sbowti in this wee&B 
issue of the Tribune. It says: 
-The proposed route from Canton 


is by way of Beach City, Strasburg, 
Canal 
Dover,

Gnadenhutten, 
Port 


Washington, and 
TJfewcomerstown, 
and from there to Coshocton. 
•'We are informed that the company 


is experiencing some difficulty in (ret-

As yet a franchise has not been grant- 
ed to go through Canal Dover and 
New Philadelphia.

It will take hard work to Tiave the 
best of these lines built and in opera- 
tion by the opening of next spring, 
while those that are not backed by 
strong companies with abundance of 
capital cannot hope to get through 
before two summers have come and 
gone. 
Tbe Advocate says: "L. E. Myers, of 
Chicago and Chancey Eldridge, of Bos- 
ton, accompanied by Mr: Charles L. 
Kulp, of Canton, were in New Phila- 
delphia last Tnursday-on their way 
over a proposed electric railroad route 
from Cincinnati to Cleveland. These 
gentlemen represent a party of Bos- 
ton and Chicago capitalists who pro- 
pose to carry the project through to 
completion. Tbe indications are that 
these gentlemen desire to consolidate 
all the smaller railroads along the 
suggested route and that a company 
organized of stockholders in these 
roads and Boston and Chicago capital- 
ists will build the connecting links, 
making .one through road between 
Cleveland and Cincinnati.
